Tue Librarian of Congress has issued the fol- 
lowing circular : 


“* WASHINGTON, June 23, 1873. 


“You are hereby respectfully informed that on 
and after July 1, 1873, all letters and parcels on 
copyright business mailed to this office must be 
fully prepaid by stamps. The act of Congress 
repealing all laws permitting the transmission by 
mail of any free matter whatever takes effect July 
Ist. It is optional with those sending books, etc., 
to perfect copyright, to send them by mail or ex- 
press; but in either case, the charges are to be 
prepaid by the sender.”

WE are glad to note a deserved compliment 
conferred by the Emperor of Germany upon Mr. 
E, Steiger, as representative of the German-Amer- 
ican book trade. The Consul-General of the Ger- 
man Empire, Herr Résing, this week received a 
decoration of the Order of the Crown, with orders 
that His Majesty had been graciously pleased to 
confer it upon the bookseller, Mr. E. Steiger, and 
he accordingly presented it to Mr. Steiger on Mon- 
day last. His most enterprising efforts in pro- 
moting an interchange of literature between the 
two countries make the distinction a merited one. 
We are informed that it has only once before been 
awarded in this country, to Mr. Bessinger, Presi- 
dent of the German Society, three years ago, for 
his services in connection with emigration. The 
decoration is a Maltese cross of gold, with blue 
enamelring in the center,on which is given the date 
of foundation, including the monogram of the 
Emperor.

Underselling by State Agents. 


Iris our painful duty to print, in another col- 
umn, a new communication on the arch-enemy of 
a healthy trade—underselling. The casein ques- 
tion is as reprehensible and _  unprincipled 
as the one pointed out in one of our last 
issues. The growing practice with regular pub- 
lishers of depriving the legitimate trade of the bene- 
fit of some of their most profitable books, while they 
expect the dealer to interest himself in their hun- 
dreds of less remunerative issues, is another cause of 
the sinking vitality of the book trade. We venture 
to say that the perpetrator will bethe final sufferer. 
Granted, that the publisher may realize triple re- 
turns from an occasional subscription book; in 
removing a legitimate trade-book from its natural 
channels, he injures the chances of other books, 
and, foremost, the chances of his own. Not only 
does the spirit of resentment incite the galled 
dealer to reduce his transactions with such a house 
to an unavoidable minimum, but the reduction of 
his profits, which form his working capital, com- 
pels him to reduce his general stock according- 
ly. The proof of this may be illustrated by the 
reverse case. What publisher has not experi- 
enced the fact that, after a long lull, the placing of 
one or two new and paying books in the hands of 
the trade, immediately increased the orders for his 
other books ? 

These remarks, of course, do not relate to the 
bona fide subscription publishers, who at least de- 
serve the credit of consistency in their business 
transactions. Nor should they imply that the 
“regular” publishers have no right to publish 
any books by subscription—a position which could 
not rightly be maintained. But we assert that a 
publisher who devotes a portion of his business to 
subscription books, jealously guarding and pro- 
tecting this department from all interference by 
the legitimate book trade, acts unwisely, as well as 
unjustly, whenever he permits his canvassers or 
State agents to interfere with legitimate book- 
selling. If, moreover, these canvassers are per- 
mitted or encouraged to resort to the contemptible 
tricks of underselling, the action becomes simply 
dishonorable, and the injury must be fatal to the 
entire trade. The reputation of a house that wil- 
fully or unconsciously overlooks such misdoings 
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| is, at any rate, not enviable. Not even a publisher,

The Trade and the Country Press. 


WE are desired to call the attention of the 
retail trade in country places to the proper use of 
editors’ copies. So many copies are sent out 
gratuitously through the trade for newspaper 
notice, from which nothing is ever heard, that the 
difficulty is becoming a serious one to those pub- 
lishers who are liberal in the distribution of editors’ 
copies. Indeed, a specific case has been brought 
to our attention in which inquiry, made by letter of 
the newspaper to whom the packet had been ad- 
dressed, developed the fact that it had never been 
delivered by the bookseller in whose order it was, 
for his benefit, included. It is possible that the 
impression may have arisen in such quarters of 
the trade, that the copies so sent are in the nature 
of donus, like the English “thirteen to the dozen,” 
which they may send to the editor or keep for sale, 
according as the retail bookseller thinks it may 
best serve his purpose. But this is not the case. 
The book is sent to the newspaper just as much as 
though it were mailed or expressed directly ; it is 
sermg through the dealer instead, simply that he 
may reap the advantage of having his name coup- 
led with the book in the columns of the local 
newspaper. The country press are generally glad 
to notice all books received, especially if the local 
bookseller calls any oversight to their attention ; 
and the publishers are beginning to feel that they 
are not called upon to send editors’ copies to the 
country press, except such care is taken. We 
are not referring, of course, to the press of our 
cities, which are supplied regularly by the larger 
houses, and which are more independent of sug- 
gestions, but to that of the country, which can, 
nevertheless, be of very great service to the book 
trade, and is very willing to be if properly treated 
by the local dealer. 





WE regret to perceive from a few letters, one of 
which will be found in another column, that the 
character of the “Indexes” which have been 
promised for the forthcoming “ Uniform Trade 
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List Annual’ has been misunderstood by some 
subscribers. We beg to refer to the editorial on 
the “ Catalogue Question” in the number for 
June 7; the communications of Mr. Kelly and Mr. 
Challen (June 21), and of Mr. Perkins (June 28), 
and others in the same numbers, where it was 
conclusively demonstrated by arguments based on 
experience that a Finding Catalogue or an Index 
of American Books, arranged by author, title and 
subject, with the thousands of cross references, is, 
perhaps, a work reserved for a future bibliogra- 
pher, but, for the present, a hopeless task. 

The Indexes mentioned in our prospectus to 
booksellers are merely to be indexes of contribu- 
tors, consisting of a list of the houses represented 
in both parts of the volume, arranged in one alpha- 
bet, to show at a glance where to turn to a de- 
sired list ; and a classification of the same firms 
according to the specialties, under such headings 
as Religious, Educational, Science, Law, Medical, 
etc., to facilitate reference in selecting stock or 
making up libraries. It is the least that can be 
done, but the most we are justified in undertaking. 
We shall be happy to lend our assistance to the 
compilation of the much-needed practical “ Find- 
ing Catalogue of American Books in Print,” 
whenever some of our wealthy firms will come 
forward, and, “‘ solely in the interest of the book 
trade,” back the enterprise,no matter who may 
undertake it. 





WE have a note from Messrs. Lee & Shepard, in 
reference to our statement of the late Mr. Burnham’s 
connection with Senator Sum’ er’s works, to the 
following purport: “While we recognize Mr. 
Burnham’s ability, as much as can any one, we feel 
that it is doing Mr. Sumner injustice to allow such 
a statement to go uncontradicted, as he edits his 
own works, and Mr. Burnham we don’t believe ever 
saw a page of either copy or proof of the eight 
volumes published, nor was he in any way whatever 
connected with them.” Our memorial of Mr. 
Burnham was written not from the facts in our 
possession only, but with reliance on those details 
of his life given in the notices of Boston journals.

Underselling by State Agents. 


SCRANTON, PA., June 24, 1873. 
To the Editor of the Publishers?’ Weekly. 

Wuy did not your correspondent, “ One of the 
Victims,” give the name of the house * that issued 
that circular about selling stationery at wholesale 
prices to the, consumers, which was copied in your 
issue of the 21st inst.? Any “importing” or 
wholesale house that will resort to such mean 
tricks in trade ought to be made known and 
avoided like other evil things. That house is not 
the only one, however, that tries hard to fill up 
the retailer’s store with stock and then allows its 
agents to go around the country selling to the 
retailer’s customers at wholesale prices. The 
Penna. State Agent for Messrs. takes 
especial pains to come quite often into this and 
other cities and large towns in this county and 
State, soliciting orders for miscellaneous books at 
20 and 25 per cent., the same discount that he gives 
on This man travels through the State 
at very small expense compared with that of the 
regularly established dealers, who have to pay 
high store rents, clerk hire, and all manner of 
taxes, which he does not have to pay. As he 
gets half off the he is enabled to 
sell other books at nearly cost, to get all the 
trade. And then the publishers, who sustain this 
agent, have the impudence to solicit orders for 
books and stationery from dealers whose customers 
their agent calls upon to sell books to at wholesale 
tates! Any house that tolerates such contemptible 
way of doing business ought not to be patronized 
by the retail trade under any circumstances. If 
this were done, perhaps such publishers might be 
brought to a sense of the obligations they are 
under to the retail dealers,

Grievances can be made known and principles 
discussed Without resorting to personal exposure, 
which often may do much harm, and generally has 
any but a reformatory effect on the delinquent.

LITERARY AND TRADE NEWS. 


THE annual general convention of the German 
publishers and booksellers (Bérsenverein) was 
held at Leipsic on the 11th of May. According 
to the report of the president, J. Springer, of 
Berlin, the number of members has increased to 
1,146, and there are 83,ooothlr. in the treasury. 
Among the questions discussed, the most note- 
worthy were the establishment of a Booksellers’ 
Bank, and a petition for a new press law. 


Mr. M. M. Hurp, of Hurd & Houghton, is 
safely home again, in bettered health, after his 
absence of more than ayear in Europe. His very 
many friends will be glad to welcome home a 
member of the trade who is among its most worthy 
and honored representatives. 


UNDER their arrangements with that most dis- 
tinguished of philological scholars, Prof. Max 
Miiller, Scribner, Armstrong & Co. will publish 
early in the season his “ Introduction to the 
Science of Religion,” lately brought out abroad. 


DuRING the year included in the latest report of 
the Nat. Temperance Society, thirty-six new pub- 
lications have been issued, making the total num- 
ber published by the society 303. Over 19,000,000 
pages of tract and newspaper matter have been 
printed. Nearly $44,000 has been received from 
publications. The present indebtedness of the 
society is between nine and ten thousand dollars. 

Mr. S. C. HALL has written a temperance poem 
which will be published under the title of “ The 
Trial of Sir Jasper.”” The work willbe illustrated 
by Messrs. Poole, Elmore, Faed, Dobson, E. M. 
Ward, J. Tenniel, Gustave Doré, George Cruik- 
shank, and other well-known artists. 

RENAN’S “ Anti-Christ” is announced in trans- 
lation by the Lippincotts. 

A SERIES of Japanese stories, chiefly humorous, 
illustrated by Japanese artists, is being prepared 
by Mr. Edward Greey, author of “ The Queen’s 
Sailors,”’ etc. 

AN English writer, Mr. Clements Markham, is 
about to publish a work on the subject of Arctic 








Exploration, entitled, “The Threshold of the 
Unknown Region,” in which he will relate the 
events connected with all the principal voyages 
which have touched the boundary of the region as 
yet unexplored around the North Pole. He will 
also discuss the best route by which the unvisited 
area may be examined, and describe the important 
scientific results to be derived from Arctic Ex. 
ploration. 


In his forthcoming “ History of Crime in Eng. 
land,” Mr. L. Owen Pike will, the Atheneum says, 
try to show that not only have crimes of violence 
and rapine diminished with the progress of civil- 
ization, but also the meaner and more crafty 
crimes, such as theft, forgery, and poisoning. Our 
chivalrous ancestors were not all straightforward 
men, but were guilty often of conduct that would 
disgrace that lowest specimen of his calling, the 
*‘area sneak.” Mr. Pike’s first volume comes 
down to the end of the fifteenth century, and the 
reign of Henry the Seventh. 


Mr. S, R. WELLS will shortly publish the work 
on which Dr. R. T. Trall has been engaged for 
several years, on “‘ Digestion and Dyspepsia.” 


Mr. RICHARD B. PROcTOR, author of “ Other 
Worlds than Ours” and other popular scientific 
books, and secretary of the Royal Astronomical 
Society, will lecture in the United States from 
October to February next. 


EMILE OLLIVIER is in Florence,’ writing a 
history of Machiavelli. 


Mr. J. W. SCHERMERHORN, the well-known 
educational publisher, has agreed tu give to 
Rutger’s College, N. J., one half of the net pro- 
ceeds of his mines in Morris county, for three or 
four years, until the sum of $45,000 shall be 
accumulated, when the money shall be used to 
found a Professorship of English Literature and 
Journalism. 


Mrs. MARY COWDEN CLARKE, well known for 
her Shakespeare Concordance, has recently written 
a book called ‘“‘The Trust and the Remittance ; 
Two Love-Stories in Metred Prose.” 


THE posthumous volume of poetry by Lamar- 
tine contains some of his early pieces, which he 
in all probability thought unworthy to see the 
light, and among others a tragedy entitled 
* Zoraide.”’ 


WE reprint from the London Bookseller the 
following just remarks printed under the caption 
“ All Rights Reserved ” :—“ When the proposed 
law of International Copyright was under discus- 
sion in America, two very useful clauses were 
proposed: 1st, that when books were partially 
protected, the protected portions should be indi- 
cated; 2d, that whenever publishers printed any 
intimation of books being protected by copyright 
which were not in reality thus protected, they 
should be subjected to a considerable fine for 
putting forward the false pretence.

ractice which not only deserves reprehension, 
but one also to which some penalty should be 
attached.”

“Happy THOUGHT,” Burnand, is an example 
of rare literary fecundity. Still another book of 
his, “ Mokeanna,” is announced by Roberts Bros. 


AN important addition to the evidences of re- 
vealed religion is made in “ The Ingham Lec- 
tures.” The public are indebted for this vol- 
ume to the liberality of William A. Ingham, Esq., 
of Cleveland, Ohio. Four years ago William A. 
Ingham placed at the disposal of the Faculty of 
the Ohio Wesleyan University a very generous 
sum, to be expended in securing the delivery, 
before the University, of a course of lectures on 
the Evidences of Natural and Revealed Religion.
